Installation 
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Hints: Use only with 12 volt negative ground electrical systems. 

Use only 2 amp fuse in the fuse holder. 

Do not turn set on until antenna and speaker wires are attached. 

If radio does not operate, check to see if ground and (+) power 
lead are firmly connected. 

Check fuse and replace if necessary. 

Refer repairs to qualified service personnel. 

Pick an attractive under dash position, taking special care that it is 
convenient to the driver's seat. Avoid areas with wiring or other 
mounting obstacles. 

Using the mounting brackets as a guide, drill a hole on one side of the 
desired location. If the metal is too thick to accommodate the hexagonal 
bolts, use the self-tapping screws. Mount the unit to the brackets using 
the pan head screws. Drill the second mounting hole. Straighten the unit 
before tightening the bolts or self-tapping screws. 

For additional strength, use the mounting strap and hardware to attach the 
radio to the firewall. If the radio seems secure, you may omit this step. 
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Connections 
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Connect the car external antenna directly to the TO ANT. jack. If you 
have an AM radio, use the cable (supplied) to connect the TO AM RADIO jack 
to the antenna jack of the AM radio. 

NOTE: For best reception use special FM stereo car antenna or regular 

telescoping antenna adjusted to about 30 inches. 

Connect the white speaker wires to the right speaker and the gray wires to 
the left speaker. For best sound observe proper phasing. The wire with 
the black stripe should go to the same terminal on both speakers. This 
will improve the bass response. 

Connect the red (+) power cable to the positive stud of the fuse box or an 
accessory terminal. The ground lead should be firmly attached to a clean 
metal surface. 

Be sure the Fuse Holder contains a good 2 amp fuse.

TONE & BALANCE 


Turn OFF/VOLUME control clockwise until you hear a 
click. Turning the control further clockwise increases 
the volume. 

Use TUNING knob to find proper station. Tune for 
strongest signal, and, on a stereo station, lighted 
STEREO beacon. After the station is tuned, built-in 
Automatic Frequency Control (AFC) prevents drift. 

The green STEREO beacon lights to indicate a stereo 
broadcast. To listen to stereo, be sure the MONO switch 
is out. On noisy stereo stations and those broadcasting 
in mono, press the MONO button in for best sound. 

Adjust TONE and BALANCE for the most pleasant sound.
